Corporal Frank W. Dabney, Infan- 
try, previously reported missing in 
action since Sept. 2G, 1!)18, now re- 
ported killed in action same date. ^ 
AOG. GEN. HARRIS. ' 

Corporal Dabney was the oldest of 
th ree brothers in the service. 

He was living at Kansas City when 
war was declared and at once entered 
as a volunteer in the Missouri Nation 
al Guards and soon afterwards was 
assigned to the 35th Division of In- 
fantry. He was sent overseas early 
in 1918 and arrived in France itt 
April. In a few months he was sent 
into action and wounded as stated 
above. When sent to the front again 
he was in the main column launched 
against the picked shock troops of 
Germany with orders to hold ths 
line at all hazards. 

The intrepid Americans broke the 
line at a fearful cost, the extent of 
which was not known until the war 
was over. In this greatest of all 
battles Frank Dabney died a hero's 
death, along with several thousand 
Americans who gave their lives for 
victory. 

No details have yet been received 
of ho.w he died. 

The young soldier had a war poli- 
cy for $10,000 made payable to his 
mother. He also had other insur- 
ance taken out before the war and a 
farm in Texas of considerable valu*.
